Sunday Observed as a Day of Fast- 


ing and Prayer in Accordance 


With the Governor's 


Proclamation. 


St.. Louis, July •JS.'—Suuday. the day 


Governor Dookery designated'for fast- 
ing and prayer that the presentdruuth 
might end in Missouri.. aH records for 
hot weather in St. Ixmis were broken, 
the weather bureau thermometer reg- 
istering 10l> degrees in the shade. On 
the streets and in exposed plai-es the 
mercury Trent several degrees higher. 
The high record heretofore was 106, 
made August 12, 1881. From 7 a. is., 
when, the thermometer showed SO de- 
grees, to 3:30 p. m., the 
mercury 


steadily climbed. Hardly a. breath of 
air stirred all day and the little breeze 
that did circulate-caass as from a tur- 
nace. The parks were thronged uii 
day and' late into^ the night by -thou- 
SaiiUS 
who sought relief from the. 


heat The governor's proclamation to 
pray for rain was very generally heed- 
ed, nearly every church in the city 
holding well-attended services.

This !B the second proclamation of 


this kind ever .made In Missouri. In 
1S75 Governor Charles H. Hardin call- 
ed upon the people of the state to 
pray for relief, from- drouth and a 
plague of grasshoppers.
